RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  sold  500  to 
$1.50  lower  under  the  influence  of  sharp  down- 
turns in  the  carlot  beef  trade  and  increased 
slaughter  supplies.  The  number  steers  and 
heifers  sold  out  of  first  hands  for  slaughter 
at  the  seven  markets  totaled  114,700  head, 
little  different  than  a  year  ago,  but  of  this 
total,  heifers  numbered  37,500  the  largest 
since  October  1959.  Slaughter  cows  were  strong 
to  500  higher.  Feeder  cattle  and  calves  were 
generally  steady  to  strong.  Barrows  and  gilts 
sold  500  to  $1.25  lower.  Spring  slaughter 
lambs  sold  steady  to  500  higher. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Materially 
increased  receipts  along  with  sharp  price  de- 
clines for  steer  and  heifer  beef  at  the  whole- 
sale level  prompted  a  very  bearish  demand  for 
steers  and  heifers  in  the  live  trade.  Slaugh- 
ter steers  and  heifers  were  5O0-$1.5O  lower  at 
most  points,  all  weights  and  grades  showing 
the  decline.  Cows  sold  strong  to  500  higher, 
except  $1.00-1.50  higher  at  Omaha.  Bulls  were 
strong  to  50^  higher  and  vealers  at  St.  Paul 
and  St.  Louis  steady  to  $1.00  higher.  Bulk  of 
the  slaughter  steer  and  heifer  supply  Good  and 
Choice  with  Prime  making  up  only  8  percent  of 
the  slaughter  steers  in  Chicago,  smallest  in 
seven  weeks.  Receipts  again  included  a  large 
showing  of  steers  weighing  under  1150#  and  the 
average  weight  of  all  steers  at  most  points  con- 
tinued well  under  a  year  ago.  In  fact,  the 
average  weight  of  steers  at  Chicago  was  1111#, 
the  lightest  for  any  week  since  March  1958. 
Cows  comprised  9  percent  of  the  supply  at  the 
12  markets.

Most  Choice  900-1350$ 
sold  from  $27.50-31.00;  Good  $24.50-28.00; 
Standard  and  low-Good  $22.00-25.00.

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  The  movement 
of  feeder  cattle  and  calves  from  range  and 
pasture  to  market  was  accelerated  and  supplies 
at  terminal  markets  were  materially  larger  than 
the  previous  week  when  marketings  were  inter- 
rupted by  a  Monday  holiday.  However,  the  ex- 
pansion in  marketings  was  moderate  in  comparison 
with  previous  years.  Continued  favorable 


pasture  conditions  in  many  areas  have  tended  to 
defer  marketings  and,  along  with  this,  very  ex- 
tensive range  contracting  has  reduced  the  num- 
bers which  will  be  sold  at  terminal  markets. 
Over-all  quality  of  supplies  showed  seasonal  im- 
provement. Not  only  did  a  greater  percentage 
grade  Choice  than  in  other  recent  weeks  but  a 
larger  proportion  were  in  the  upper  half  of  the 
grade.  At  mid-west  markets  prices  were  steady 
to  strong  and  at  Omaha  ruled  steady  to  500 
higher.  Meanwhile,  at  Chicago,  Wichita  and 
Oklahoma  City  prices  were  steady  to  500  lower.

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Barrow,  gilt  and 
sow  prices  charted  a  downward  trend  in  complete 
contrast  to  the  previous  week' s  sharp  rise .  The 
main  factor  influencing  this  reversal  was  a  55 
percent  increase  in  the  12  market  supply  in  re- 
lation to  the  Labor  Day  shortened  week.  The 
supply  was  9   percent  less  than  a  year  ago.  For 
the  week  barrows  and  gilts  sold  5O0-$1.25  lower, 
mostly  $1.00  lower.  Sows  were  250-$l.OO  lower, 
mostly  750  off.  The  principle  exception  was  St. 
Louis  with  a  steady  to  strong  trend  on  barrows 
and  gilts  and  a  25-500  advance  on  sows.  Sows 
made  up  about  13  percent  of  the  eight  market 
receipts.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Demand  was  moderate  for  worsted 
wools.  Supplies  were  relatively  small 
and  prices  were  firm.  Woolen  wools  were 
rather  slow  but  noils  were  fairly  active. 
Limited  supply  of  pulled  wools  were  mod- 
erately active  at  fully  steady  prices. 

Quotations  were  unchanged  for  all 
wools  but  bulk  current  sales  in  upper 
end  of  price  range.

Cabled  reports  from  Australia  in- 
dicated strong  general  competition  at 
Newcastle,  Goulburn,  Albury  and  Adelaide 
and  prices  two  to  three  pence  above  open- 
ing August  levels.  Cape  auctions  reported 
good  competition  and  strong  prices.  Con- 
tinent, Eastern  Europe  and  Japan  again 
were  main  participants.

LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Price  trends  for  most 
classes  of  meats  were  very  uneven  along  the 
Eastern  seaboard.  At  New  York  and  Washington 
prices  advanced  sharply  on  steer  beef  and  pork 
loins  early,  but  later  in  the  week  advances  on 
steer  carcasses  were  partially  erased  and  up- 
turns on  pork  loins  were  completely  lost.   Steer 
carcass  prices  closed  5O0-$1.5O  higher,  but 
$1.00  lower  at  Baltimore;  cow  beef  sold  strong 
to  $1.00  higher  and  veal  prices  were  $1.00-1.50 
higher  than  a  week  ago.  Spring  lamb  sales  were 
made  on  a  steady  to  mostly  higher  basis  and  ad- 
vances of  $1.00  and  $2.00  were  recorded  at  most 
markets.   Pork  loins  were  $1.00  and  $2.00  lower 
at  New  York  and  $3.00-5.00  off  at  Washington. 
Advances  of  $7.00  and  $8.00  were  recorded  on 
pork  loins  at  Philadelphia  and  $2.00  and  $3.00 
up  at  Baltimore.   However,  at  these  markets 
only  minor  price  advances  were  made  during  the 
previous  week. 

Prices  held  steady  for  kosher  steer  fore- 
quarters  and  lamb  sold  steady  to  $1.00  higher. 
Kosher  veal  and  calf  foresaddles  were  $1.00 
higher.  Demand  was  only  fair  for  kosher  steer 
beef  while  outlet  was  good  for  lamb,  veal  and 
calf. 

Trading  was  active  for  steer  carcasses  and 
cuts  early  but  around  midweek  and  thereafter 
demand  held  poor  and  trading  was  slow.  While 
the  trade  was  slow  at  New  York  steer  forequar- 
ters  moved  slightly  better  than  hindquarters. 
Outlet  was  fairly  broad  for  veal,  calf  and  lamb. 
Small  supplies  of  pork  were  in  good  demand  at 
the  outset  while  on  closing  sessions  moderate 
supplies  sold  slowly.  Supplies  of  other  classes 
were  near  normal.  Some  steer  beef  was  unsold 
late  at  New  York  and  Washington  and  at  the  latter 
market  some  pork  was  also  carried. 

CHICAGO  -  Compared  to  last  Friday:  After 
two  weeks  of  sharply  higher  prices  the  trend  re- 
versed and  Choice  beef  carcasses  declined  $1.00- 
2.00,  most  Good  5O0-$1.OO  lower.  Standard  car- 
casses failed  to  show  either  the  sharp  advance 
or  decline  recorded  on  Choice,  and  Standard  sold 
mostly  500  lower  for  the  week.   Good  and  Choice 
heifer  beef  $1.00-2.00  lower.   The  decline  in 
heifer  more  than  erased  the  previous  week's 
upturn.   Spring  lamb  advanced  $2.00-2.50,  the 
upturn  recorded  in  the  early  part  of  the  week. 
Veal  was  steady.   Pork  loins  declined  $3.00  and 
spareribs  were  5O0-$2.OO  lower  but  Boston  butts 
advanced  $1.50-2.00. 

Supply  all  fresh  meat  increased  somewhat 
over  the  previous  week  but  still  the  volume  only 
moderate  and  price  upturns  for  past  two  weeks 
not  fully  erased  in  many  cases.  Steer  and  heifer 
beef  largely  Good  and  Choice  with  carcasses 


weighing  over  700#  in  best  demand  and  rela- 
tively scarce.  All  weights  of  spring  lamb 
continued  to  sell  at  same  price  due  to  scarcity 
carcasses  weighing  50#  and  up.  Increased  sup- 
ply of  all  pork  cuts,  loins  which  have  shown 
the  sharpest  advance  in  recent  weeks  suffered 
the  greatest  decline. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  The  general  price  pattern 
was  higher.  Pork  advanced  sharply  early  in 
the  period  but  leveled  off  late.   Carcass  steer 
and  heifer  beef  sold  firm  to  $1.00  higher,  most 
advance  in  San  Francisco  and  on  steer  carcasses 
weighing  over  700#.  Cow  beef,  calf  and  veal 
also  sold  firm  to  $1.00  higher,  the  upturn  on 
cow  mainly  in  California.  Pork  prices  were 
quite  uneven;  fresh  pork  loins  advanced  $4.00- 
6.00  in  Los  Angeles  and  in  Portland,  $7.00- 
10.00  in  San  Francisco.  Loins  closed  firm  to 
$1.00  higher  in  Seattle  as  part  of  the  earlier 
advance  was  erased.  Boston  butts  and  spareribs 
were  $4.00-6.00  higher  in  San  Francisco,  butts 
$3.00-5.00  higher  in  the  Portland-Seattle  area, 
all  other  pork  along  the  Pacific  Coast  closed 
firm  to  $3.00  higher  except  sliced  bacon  $3.00- 
4.00  higher  in  San  Francisco. 

Supplies  of  most  meats  were  moderate. 
Choice  steer  carcasses  above  700#,  however, 
were  an  exception  and  rather  short.  Early  week 
supplies  of  pork  were  below  normal,  mostly  as 
a  result  of  smaller  inshipment  from  the  mid- 
west but  volume  was  about  normal  late  as  in- 
shipments  increased  following  price  advances. 


CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

CHICAGO,  DENVER,  OMAHA,  NEW  YORK  AND 
PHILADELPHIA  -  Demand  was  poor  and  trading  ex- 
tremely slow  on  steer  and  heifer  beef  and 
prices  declined.  Steer  beef  declined  $1.00- 
2.50  following  two  weeks  of  sharply  higher 
prices.   Choice  800-900#  steer  beef  was  scarce 
with  a  larger  than  normal  percentage  of  500- 
700#  weights  offered.   Heifer  beef  sold  50(4  to 
$2.00  lower,  mostly  $1.00-2.00  lower.   Influ- 
enced by  a  small  supply,  cow  beef  sold  500  to 
$2.00  higher.   Clearance  was  poor  on  steer  and 
heifer  beef  and  good  on  cow  beef. 

A  normal  supply  of  carcass  lamb  sold  in  a 
moderately  active  trade  with  prices  500  to 
$2.00  higher,  mostly  $1.00-2.00  higher.   Clear- 
ance was  broad. 

Demand  was  poor  and  trading  slow  on  a 
moderate  supply  of  pork  products.  Pork  loins 
sold  $4.00-4.50  lower  at  Chicago  and  fresh 
hams  were  from  $1.00-4.00  lower.  Trading  on 
pork  carcasses  was  uneven  with  prices  steady 
to  250  lower  at  Philadelphia  and  500  to  $1.00 
higher  at  New  York.

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COLD  STORAGE  HOLDINGS  OF  MEATS  AND  LARD,  AUGUST  31,   1962 

Warehouse  holdings  of  red  meats  totaled  389  million  pounds  on  September  1,   a  drop 
of  55  million  pounds  from  August  1.     This  reduction  compares  with  the  decline  of  54 
million  pounds  during  August  last  year  and  the  5-year  average  of  60  million  pounds. 
September  1  stocks  of  cooler  and  freezer  beef,     at  131  million  pounds  were  22  percent 
below  August  1961  and  8  percent  below  the  5-year  average.     A  56-million  pound  net 
reduction  in  total  pork  stocks  brought  September  1  holdings  to  178  million  pounds. 
This  compares  with  a  52-million  pound  decline  during   August  1961  and  the  average 
reduction  of  54  million.     Frozen  pork  totaled  146  million  pounds,     a  decline  of  54 
million  pounds,     while  cooler  pork,   at  32  million  pounds,  was  2  million  pounds  less 
than  on  August  1.     Red  meats  other  than  beef  and  pork  totaled  80  million  pounds,   a 
decline  of  9  million  pounds  from  a  month  earlier.

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The  number  of  sows  farrowed  or  intended   to  farrow  in  the  fall  of  1962  (June  through  November) 
for  10  Corn  Belt  States  is  4  percent  more  than  in  1961,   7  percent  more  than  during  1960,   and  20 
percent  more  than  the  1951-60  average,   according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.     The  number  is  now 
estimated   at  4,643,000  head  for  the  10  States   (Ohio,   Indiana,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota, 
Iowa,  Missouri,   South  Dakota,  Nebraska,   and  Kansas).     Fall  farrowings  are  up  from  a  year  earlier 
in  all  10  of  these  States  ranging  from  1  percent  in  Wisconsin  to  14  percent  in  South  Dakota. 
Other  increases  are:     2  percent  in  each,     Ohio  and  Nebraska;     3  percent  in  each,   Illinois  and 
Indians;  4  percent  in  each,   Iowa  and  Minnesota;     6  percent  in  Missouri;     and  7  percent  in  Kansas. 
The  September  1  survey  indicates  an  increase  of  41,000  sow's  or  one  percentage  point  from  the 
farrowing  intentions  reported  for  these  States  as  of  June  1,  1962.     The  10  States  included  in 
this  report  accounted  for  77  percent  of  the  United  States  1961  total  pig  crop. 

Sows  farrowed  in  the  10  States  during  June,  July,   and  August  totaled  2,398,000  head,  4  per- 
cent more  than  for  this  period  a  year  earlier.     This  is  slightly  more  than  was  indicated  for  this 
period  in  June.     June-August  farrowings  for  these  10  States  are  52  percent  of  the  estimated  June- 
November  total,  the   same  as  in  1961  and  1  percentage  point  below  the  average  of  53  percent. 
Farmers'   reports  indicate  that  the  number  of  sows  farrowed  in  June  was  less  than  a  year  earlier 
with  July  and  August  farrowings  exceeding  those  of  a  year  earlier. 

Sows  bred  and  intended  for  farrowing  in  September,  October,  and  November  of  this  year  in  the 
10  States  totaled  2,245,000  head,  4  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  and  23  percent  more  than  the 
average.     This  number  is  33,000  head  more  than  intended  for  this  period  in  June. 

Reported  breeding  intentions  indicate  1,912,000  sows  to  farrow  during  the  1963  winter  quar- 
ter (December-February),   compared  with  1,830,000  sows  farrowed  during  the  same  period  a  year 
earlier.     This  is  an  increase  of  4  percent.     All  States  indicate  more   sows  to  farrow  during  this 
quarter  than  a  year  earlier.     Increases  are  South  Dakota,   18  percent;     Minnesota,   10  percent; 
Ohio,   7  percent;     Indiana  and  Wisconsin,  each  6  percent;  Nebraska,   5  percent;  Missouri,  4  per*- 
cent;     Illinois,  3  percent;     Kansas,   2  percent;   and  Iowa,   1  percent. 

The  number  of  all  hogs  and  pigs  on  farms  September  1,   1962  in  the  10  States  totaled 
50,520,000  head.     This  is  slightly  more  than  the   50,370,000  on  hand  a  year  earlier.     Increases  in 
6  of  the  States  were  partially  offset  by  decreases  in  the  remaining  4  States,     Hogs  and  pigs  6 
months  old  and  over  totaled  10,032,000  head,  1  percent  more  than  last  year.     The  number  under  6 
months  of  age  was  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.     The  4  percent  increase  in  the  number  of 
pigs  under  3  months  old  is  about  the  same  as  the  percentage  increase  in  the  number  of  sows 
farrowed  during  the  June-August  period.     A  decrease  in  the  average  size  of  litters  as  compared 
with  a  year  earlier  was  offset  by  an  increase  in  inshipments  of  feeder  pigs.     The  16,963,000 
head  under  3  months  of  age  accounted  for  34  percent  of  all  hogs  and  pigs  compared  with  33  percent 
a  year  ago.     The  number  of  hogs  and  pigs  3-6  months  of  age  was  2  percent  less  than  September  1, 
1961.     The  23,525,000  head  in  the  3-6  month  age  group  comprised  47  percent  of  the  September  1 
total  compared  with  48  percent  a  year  ago. 

This  report  for  these  10  States  is  made  possible  for  matching  funds  provided  jointly  by 
State  agencies  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  under  provisions  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Marketing  Act  of  1946.
